drivers, firemen and cleaners and 
that after critical negotiations 
with the Board of Trade substan- 
tial concessions were made, 
though the amounts agreed upon 
fell short in some respects of the 
original demands.’ Broadly, the 
Government accepted the scale 
of wages demanded for ~those 
in receipt of smaller sums, but 
cut dawn the scale demanded for 
those who were in receipt of the 
highest wages, At any rate, the 
Government's offer was so satis- 
factory as.to warrant the state-. 
ment by ‘the men’s leaders that 
“the Government had made an 
earnest endeavour to’ meet the 
-demands”. The whole of the 
railwasmen’s position was due to 
come up forrevision in December 
in any case, and it is exceedingly 
difficult now sympathetically to 
appreciate the action of this most 
important section of warkers.

It wil! no doubt be remembered
